1 RISES early in the life of all North Des Moines 
>oungstcrs and it flows cn through all their growing 
years, till manhood's responsibilities have taken them 
far away from the sound of its waters. The fa- 
miliar scenes along its banks flash from the pages of 
all North Des Moines memory books, written or un- 
w ritten. 

It first touches Des Mcines life soon after it creeps past Polk 
City. There every August on the high bank of the river gleam the 
tents of Camp Breezy Point.

In spite of the Clark hospitality the 
Des Moines doesn't linger but glides on till it welcomes the Beaver. 
Here on the island stands the ruins of the Royal and Holden cabin 
erected in the pioneer da>s of 1908; beseiged by mosquitoes and 
floods it was abandoned in 190).

As if to guard the great cut of doors from the encroachments 
cf commercialism the old Des Moines has thrown a bank of sand

from shore to shore. It is here that the " Maryanna, ' ' the kk Lively" 
and the 14 Laurie 1 ' find anything but poetry in the "Crossing of the 
Bar." 

Once over however, the water is deep and the river is wide as 
it slips under the graceful arches of the old " Sixth Avenue Bridge' 
that bridge across which night and morning the Boggars trouped to 
North High, that bridge the trysting place of "fussers" since the 
man in the moon first marked its completed arches. Beyond it the 
boat house — the North High Fleet moved snugly to Nye's landing. 

The motor bridge spans the widening stream just above the 
bath house where in Summer the swimmers splash and in Winter the 
skaters spin under the payed protection of the good Park Commis- 
sioners. From that point on the din of factory whistles and the rum-
